T WAS one of those persons whose remarks are 
cherished, either George Washington or 
Lydia Pinkham, or Napoleon, who said, 
‘¢T care not who makes my country’s 
laws, so long as I collect the royal- 
ties on ‘After the Ball’” or words 
to that effect. This gem of 
thought always occurs to me 
whenever I see a song 
sheet. The price of a 
song sheet is five 
cents; but the 
cautious buyer, by 
going down on the 
Bowery and getting 
his first hand, can get 
one for two. There 
are never more than ’ 
ten or twelve songs on / 
\ 














a song sheet. The rest 
of the space is taken up 
with advertisements of ten- 
cent hand-books, -—— ** How to 
Become a Millionaire in Three 
Weeks,” “«‘ How to Eat Pie,” ** The 
Art of Bunco,” « How to Entertain a Mixed Ale Party,” 
and the like. 
The buyer of a song sheet will notice the simplicity 
of his country’s songs at a glance. They are cynical toa 
fault, teach some great moral lesson, or are given up to re- 
miniscences of old wooden articles, or eulogize young ladies by 
their given names. Policemen in songs are always venal; Irish- 
men all that could be asked; Ireland a most delightful country 
to sing about and stay away from, and all allusions to painful mishaps 
and whiskers screamingly funny. ‘The Broken Home,” «Alice Has Got 
Her Alimony,” and «Susie Has Gone to Sioux Falls,” will show that the 
song writer, as a general thing, takes a severely moral stand on marriage 
and divorce. The somewhat flippant ballad, ‘¢ Since Nelly Flew the Coop,” 
achieved some slight measure of success, it is true; but, as a general 
thing, the erring wife in the song sheet always regrets that she 
left her happy home, a heart-broken husband and her crayon 
portrait enlarged from the original tintype, at a cost of eight 
dollars for framing. 
The houses that publish song sheets keep tame 
poets; and all disasters and calamities are made 
the subjects of gruesome verse the instant they 
occur. These always start off: 
‘Tt was a bright May (or, whatever month it was] 
morning, the day I know full well;
